Half a century ago the first jury 
of women to be impaneled in the 
Hutted States was drawn in Wyom­ 
ing and twenty years later Wyom­ 
ing insisted, and won its point, that 
it be adm itted to the Union w ith­ 
out one single change in its con­ 
stitutional provision giving women 
equal suffrage rights 
with 
men. 
Since then the fem inist movement 
has developed astoundingly. And so. 
when the votes were counted at 
Jackson Tuesday night. 
May 
IO, 
they showed the following results: 
For m ayor: 
Mrs. Grace Miller, 
57; L. W. Spicer, 21. 
For council meu: Mrs. Genevieve 
Van Vleck. 67; G. R. Blaine, 19; 
Mrs. Faustina Haight, 66; 
Aimer 
Nelson, 18. 
Ju st a year ago this picturesque 
little western town, with a popula­ 
tion of 526 by the latest census, 
nestling beneath the beetling peaks 
of the Giant Tetons in the heart of 
the famed Jackson’s Hole country, 
startled the nation by turning out 
its 
uian-iuade 
adm inistration 
and 
Installing a town governm ent made 
up entirely of women. The victory 
was all the • more notable because 
of the fact that Mrs. Rose Crab­ 
tree had been elected to the town 
council over her own husband. Evi­ 
dently the women o» J ill io n had 
decided to spoil the town’s glam or­ 
ous reputation as the rendezvous 
for bad, bold, two-gun desperadoes.
